TO POSTAL AGENT AMERMAN. 


On more than one occasion have 


we alluded to the need of a Sunday 
moil between Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco, yet no attention seenis to be 
paid to this just demand. Our re- 
marks on the subject heretofore were 
made during Barstow's administra- 
tion, find it is posoiblo that an he iviis 
about to give up the office, he could 
afford to slight this important-matter. 
Mr. Amennan ought now to be fairly 
installed, and we herewith ask his 
immediate attention to the subject in. 
question. 


There is no excuse whatever for 


this state of things, yet it has pre- 
vailed ever since the overland rail- 
road was completed and Oakland 
"took on" all the city airs in the cnt- 
logne. There may have been a little 
•excuse for this slow-coach business 
previous to that, but since then there 
has been none whatever. 
Every 


Sunday evening the overland mail for 
Oakland is brought iip from the train 
and the vehicle that carries this could 
without extra trouble, take a mail for 
San Francisco down from this office. 
The extra trouble of putting up this 
mail cannot be very much, consider- 
ing that the Postmaster and clerks 
., 


are present to attend to the incoming ^honld 
mails at that time. But the fact of™ ""> 
the urgent need of an outgoing mail, 
overbalances finch considerations. It 
is not unlikely that the pay of the 
clerks in the Oakland office is small 
in comparison with rates for labor in 
San Francisco, but this is a matter 
tor the Postmaster and department to 
settle among themselves1. 


The public is unjustly deprived of 


postal facilities, and we propose to 
right this matter, if there be any vir- 
tue in printer's ink. As the case 
stands, the Oakland public cannot 
•end a letter away between Saturday 
evening at half-past six, and ten 
o'clock on Monday morning. Every- 
body knows that Sunday is a letter- 
writing day among all classes, and 
besides there are hundreds of busi- 
ness men who would like to commu- 
nicate with parties in San Francisco 
in time for the carrier delivery of 
Monday morning. Then, again, mail 
matter foi the extreme coast routes it 
Jiable to a hitch or delay of one day 
more, and altogether the matter aa- 
•sumes the phase of a long-standing 
outrage on the Oakland public—a 
community estimated at twenty thou- 
sand people. 


Oakland is entitled to a first-class 


postoffice in every particular. It is 
the duty of the agent to immediately 
look into the case on all the points 
herewith alluded to.

COTTRTY SCHOOL MATTEK8. 


Superintendent Lynch informs us 


that all the schools throughout the 
county will bo in complete running 
order by next Monday—the first time 
this has ever occurred so early after 
vacation. 


There are thirty-seven districts, 


anil one hundred and five teachers 
altogether—only twenty-two of whom 
are of the male gender. 


Trouble is experienced in yetting 


good teachers in the country dis- 
tricts; as soon as a teacher becomes 
well qualified, he or she gravitates 
toward the city, where wages seem to 
be better. 


To remedy a defect in the public 


system, the State Superintendent 
prevailed npon the last Legislature to 
enact a law giving each district S500 
more school funds, whereby districts 
with only a few pupils can be en- 
abled to carry on a school at all. For 
instance, Midway district only con- 
tains nine pupils, Stonybrook eight- 
een, and so forth, hence the equali- 
zation of taxes in question. 
The 


new law is now about to go into ef- 
fect. 


THE liquor men of Oakland are said to be 
getting up a black list, placing upon it the 
names of all those who favored Local Op- 
tion. In various ways these persons will 
be annoyed in their business and whenever 
an opportunity offers they will be held up to 
public ridicule.—News,
